Investigation after dangerous men escape from mental ward

An NHS trust has come under fire 
after two patients with violent 
pasts detained under the Mental 
Health Act escaped from one of its 
wards last week. 

Less than two months ago, 


another of its patients, from a dif¬ 
ferent ward on the same site at 
Epsom Hospital, managed to climb 
a high chimney nearby before 
falling to his death. 

Surrey and Borders Partnership 
NHS Foundation Trust is now 
carrying out two internal 
investigations to establish what 
can be learned from last week’s 
escapes and the fatal fall of 


Adam Withers, 20. 

The two absconders got out of the 
hospital on Wednesday morning 
without the medication needed to 
control their mental illnesses. 

Despite the men’s violent past, a 
police appeal was not issued 
until 36 hours later and on 
Friday the men were captured 
separately in Aldershot and 
Dorking thanks to information 


provided by the public. 

Police failed to explain exactly 
why they held off issuing the ap¬ 
peal, except to say that they evalu¬ 
ate each case carefully, deployed 
officers immediately and used 
“every effort” to find the men for 
24 hours before deciding to go pub¬ 
lic on Thursday evening.

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Half of people surveyed 
see town centre decline

Half of those who completed 
Epsom’s town centre survey 
believe it has deteriorated in 
the last two years. 

Nearly 1,500 people com¬ 
pleted the review of the bor¬ 
ough’s heartland earlier this 
year - the first time it has 
been conducted since 2006. 

Overall, 58 per cent said 
they were satisfied, 20 per 
cent were dissatisfied and 22 
per were neither satisfied nor 
dissatisfied with the town 
centre. 

But 50 per cent said they 
felt the town centre had be¬ 
come worse in the past two 
years, compared to 32 per 
cent in 2006. Only 10 per cent 
said it had improved, with 40 
per cent saying it had stayed 
the same. 

The most positively rated 
aspects of the town centre 
were the Ashley Centre, the 
market, the clean and pleas¬ 
ant environment and conve¬ 
nience of car parking. 

The most negatively rated 
aspects were traffic conges¬ 
tion, cost of parking, ease of 
getting in and out of the town 
by car, and the range of 
shops. 

While 32 per cent said they 
would definitely or probably 
shop in the town more often if 
a large supermarket was 
built there, 68 per cent said 
they would definitely or 
probably not. 

Of those who said they shop 
at another town centre, 78 per

cent said they go to Kingston, 

33 per cent to Sutton and 22 
per cent to Guildford. 

Adam Worley, Epsom’s 
business development man¬ 
ager who is stepping down on 
August 1, said: “There was 
nothing surprising in the 
survey, and that’s a good 
thing as it means the 
issues have already been 
highlighted. 

“But this gives the council 
an evidence base to imple¬ 
ment the changes.” 

He said it was interesting to 
see that some aspects that 
were highly rated by resi¬ 
dents, such as the cleanliness 
of the town, are not as highly 
rated by the town’s traders - 
who believe littering still 
needs to be stamped out. 

Mr Worley said accessibili¬ 
ty and parking were high¬ 
lighted as important issues 
for the town, as were en¬ 
trance points to 
the town, which 
create an im¬ 
pression about 
the area.

He added: “People are pas¬ 
sionate about the town and 
want to see change and this 
shows through. It’s now 
about all the stakeholders 
working together to deliver 
that change.” 

Epsom town Councillor 
Neil Dallen said: “The survey 
clearly indicates something 
has to be done about the level 
of traffic within the town 
centre and this is something 
all the political parties agree 
on. 

“What can be done is a cur¬ 
rently being discussed by 
borough and local county 
councillors with Surrey 
County Council highways. 

“A large proportion of re¬ 
spondents state the cost of 
car parking is too high, but 
the most used car park is the 
most expensive. 

“The council are looking at 
this to ensure users of the 
town centre are aware of the 
cheaper options and will be 
reviewing charges later this 
year.

Nigel Collin, a concerned father, 
local resident and chartered ac¬ 
countant, said: “The latest lapse in 
security beggars belief and cannot 
be ascribed solely to lack of re¬ 
sources. 

“It was precisely this poor 
housekeeping that allowed Adam 
to climb the tower. Given that 
Chris Grayling is the local MP and 
his position in the coalition, he 
should be required to obtain a de¬ 
tailed assessment from Jeremy 
Hunt.” 

Councillor Neil Dallen, who rep¬ 
resents town ward, said he was 
disappointed that the safety and 
security of the patients and the 
wider public had been put at risk. 

Coun Dallen said: “I would hope 
they would put some procedures 


in place to stop it happening again. 
There’s something wrong in the 
system for that to happen. 

“Once is possibly an accident or 
human error, but more than once 
means there are not enough proce¬ 
dures and processes in place.” 

On the timing of the police ap¬ 
peal, he said: “To wait 36 hours 
seems very slow. I would want to 
find out why before criticising it 
too much but, on the face of it, it 
does not seem like a good service 
to the public. 

“An appeal to catch them is also 
an appeal to be aware, to keep peo¬ 
ple safe.” 

Andrew Wills, a long-time resi¬ 
dent of Epsom, said the area’s for¬ 
mer psychiatric hospitals have 
now been replaced by smaller 
mental health wards. 

He said: “Do the authorities look 


very carefully at which people are 
suitable for this environment? Are 
these places meant to be secure? If 
they are meant to be secure, are 
they secure? And if not why not?” 

Jane Shipp, from health watch¬ 
dog Healthwatch Surrey, said the 
organisation was concerned about 
the trust’s “duty of care” to the ab¬ 
sconders, who had been detained 
for their own safety. 

Ms Shipp said the watchdog had 
asked to be updated on the 
progress of the NHS trust’s inves¬ 
tigation and specified that it must 
be carried out in a timely manner. 

She said: “We have high expecta¬ 
tions of a thorough investigation 
being done, and quickly, so there 
can be an understanding of this 
very soon. 

“We would like what happened 
to come to light as quickly as pos¬ 


sible so things can be learned. We 
are looking for it to be dealt with 
quickly and transparently.” 

She declined to comment on the 
fatal fall in relation to the ab- 
scondment on Wednesday. 

She said: “He was not detained in 
a secure way. They are two differ¬ 
ent sets of circumstances.” 

On Friday, Andy Erskine, direc¬ 
tor of mental health and social 
care at the trust, said: “We would 
like to thank Surrey Police and the 
public for their support in locating 
these two vulnerable men, whose 
wellbeing we were very concerned 
for. 

“We are conducting an internal 
investigation to establish how the 
men left the ward to ensure that 
lessons are learned to minimise 
the chances of this happening in 
the future.”

A single mum and her seven 
children are crammed into a 
housing association flat with 
just two bedrooms. 

But Epsom Council insists 
the family do not meet the 
overcrowding criteria given 
the ages of her children and 
the size of the flat. 

Natasha McLaughlin, 27, 
from Livingstone Park, 
Epsom, said: “We are all under 
each other’s feet. It’s awful. 
It’s so small. 


”My children are not 
sleeping because they are all 
on top of each other. They 
have nowhere to play because 
there are so many of us.” 

Ms McLaughlin sleeps in the 
living room while her one- 
year-old twins, two-year-old 
daughter and three-year-old 
twins all share one bedroom. 

Her six-year-old son used to 
share a room with her nine- 
year-old son who suffers from 
attention deficit hyperactivity 
disorder (ADHD) and autism. 

But she said the nine-year- 
old no longer lets the six-year- 
old into the room so he has to 
sleep with either her or the 


other five children. 

Of her eldest, she said: “In 
the evening he finds it really 
hard to unwind and he lashes 
out.” 

Ms McLaughlin, who is on 
the council’s waiting list for 
accommodation, has lived in 
the L&Q housing association 
flat for four years, but said she 
needs to move somewhere 
with three bedrooms. 

She said: “Epsom and Ewell 
Council say we are not over¬ 
crowded. I’ve tried everything, 
but they are not moving me.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The requirement for social 
housing within this borough 


exceeds the housing stock 
available. 

“This is an adult with seven 
children. Ideally we would be 
providing this family with a 
four-bedroomed home. 

“However, this housing sim¬ 
ply isn’t available and there 
are a large number of families 
needing similar accommoda¬ 
tion on the waiting list. 

“Although the council con¬ 
cedes the situation is far from 
ideal, we are operating within 
our statutory duties and the 
family, due to the ages of 
the children and size of the 
accommodation, does not 
meet overcrowding criteria.” 


Food giant Lidl is demolish¬ 
ing a much-loved ex-watering 
hole, despite pleas from the 
community not to do this 
until planning permission 
was granted for it to build a 
food store. 

Demolition workers started 
knocking down the Organ 
and Dragon, in London Road, 
Ewell, last week. 

Lidl had said it planned to 
demolish the historic build¬ 
ing, which is not listed and 
not protected architecturally, 
and build a food store. 

A spokesman for Lidl said 
on Monday it was working on 
outline plans to submit to the 
council before holding a 


public consultation. 

Ewell Councillor Clive 
Woodbridge said although 
Lidl had the right to demol¬ 
ish the building: “It’s a little 
bit presumptuous and it 
could lead to an empty or a 
blighted site for years to 
come. 

“You might surmise they 
are trying to put pressure on 
the community and others by 
presenting them with a fait 
accompli - ‘the building’s 
gone, you’ve got to let us do 
something’. 

“I hope that’s not the case 
because otherwise they don’t 
understand how the plan¬ 
ning process works.”

Inmates ‘out in community’ 


Prisoners who committed a wide range 
of serious crimes will be allowed out into 
the community when Downview 
re-opens as a rehabilitation prison later 
this year. 

Downview, in Sutton Lane, near 
Banstead, was closed as a women’s 
prison last October, but is due to re-open 
for 355 adult men - mainly from Greater 
London - as a closed Category C 
resettlement prison in the autumn. 

The decision to change the prison was 
taken “as there is significant surplus 
accommodation within the female 
estate”, according to the Ministry of 
Justice (MoJ). 

Resettlement prisons are designed to 
help prisoners, particularly those who 
have been serving longer sentences, pre¬ 
pare for release. As part of this, some 
prisoners are able to go out to training or 


work from the prison. 

Last month, the MoJ submitted a 
planning application to Reigate and 
Banstead Council to build a new educa¬ 
tion centre at the prison. 

The MoJ said prisoners will only be al¬ 
lowed out for a specific purpose, such as 
gaining work experience, and they will 
have to wear GPS electronic tags “when 
the technology becomes available”. 

When deciding on whether to release 
prisoners on ROTL (temporary licence), 
governors must consider whether it rep¬ 
resents unacceptable risks of harm, re¬ 
offending and absconding, the impact on 
the victim and public confidence in the 
administration of justice. 

An MoJ spokeswoman said: “Any 
release will only be granted under the 
terms of the new tighter released 
on ROTL arrangements.” 


Knife attack dealer, 17, locked up 


A teenage drug dealer has been 
sentenced to two years in detention for 
stabbing a customer in broad daylight in 
Epsom High Street. 

Deighton Wilson, 17, from Thornton 
Heath, was handed down the detention 
and training order at Guildford Crown 
Court last Tuesday. Normally youth of¬ 
fenders spend half the period in custody. 

Last month the jury returned a unani¬ 
mous verdict of guilty of wounding, a 
lesser charge to the one he had been 
accused of, which was wounding with 
intent. 

Wilson stabbed Carlos Ferreira in the 
ribs, thigh and leg during the afternoon 
of November 27 last year. 

During the trial Wilson claimed that 
he only stabbed Mr Ferreira in self-de¬ 
fence after he and his friend Dean Price

stole cannabis from him during a drug 
deal gone wrong. 

Before the trial started, Wilson - who 
was 16 at the time of the stabbing - had 
already pleaded guilty to possessing a 
knife and five bags of cannabis, worth 
£50, with the intent to supply.

Stables saved from plan 
to turn them into homes

Plans to replace historic sta¬ 
bles with homes have been 
thrown out to the delight of 
the equestrian community. 

Racehorses belonging to a 
former Prince of Wales were 
trained at Priam Lodge, in 
Burgh Heath Road, Epsom, in 
the late 19th century and a 
horsewoman ran livery sta¬ 
bles there until February. 

Council officers have re¬ 
fused planning permission 
for the development of four 
houses to replace a complex 
of buildings including sta¬ 
bles, a house and demolition 
contractor’s yard. 

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said the develop¬ 
er provided “insufficient evi¬ 
dence” that the stables could 
not go back into horse 
racing if there was enough 
investment. 

In addition, it was deemed 
to be inappropriate develop¬ 
ment in the greenbelt and the 
layout was not in keeping 
with the character of the 
area. 

He said: “The developer has 


requested a meeting that will 
take place in the next couple 
of weeks.” 

John Escott, of Robinson 
Escott Planning, said the ap¬ 
plicants are considering their 
options, one of which is to 
appeal. 

Mr Escott said: “My clients 
were very surprised to re¬ 
ceive the refusal because the 
site is already developed with 
a range of buildings on it and 
greenbelt policy allows the 
redevelopment of such sites. 

“We had produced a report 
from local experts that was 
quite clear as to the future of 
racehorse training and 
the fact Priam Lodge is 


unsuitable to the modern 
needs of the racehorse train¬ 
ing industry.” 

An estate agent’s report 
submitted within the plan¬ 
ning application said: “Real¬ 
istically, there is very little or 
no chance of Priam Lodge 
ever returning to its use as a 
racehorse training stables.” 

But Caroline Baldock, who 
has previously fought to save 
training yard Downs House 
and Durdans Stables, insisted 
there was a demand for sta¬ 
bles and welcomed the re¬ 
fusal of planning permission. 

Ms Baldock said: “We are 
very pleased, but my con¬ 
cerns are this is not going to 


prevent the existing build¬ 
ings being demolished. It’s 
very worrying because the 
buildings themselves are not 
listed. 

“We should not be getting 
rid of riding stables when 
they can be filled. There are 
people looking to keep horses 
in and around Epsom Downs 
because of its uniqueness.” 

The council decision, dated 
June 3, said: “The proposals 
would significantly encroach 
on existing open countryside 
and harm the function and 
open character of the 
greenbelt. 

“There is no need on hous¬ 
ing supply grounds to justify 
the number of residential 
units proposed in this 
development.” 

Monica Freeman, of Beech 
Road, Epsom, submitted one 
of 43 objections to the 
plans received by Epsom 
Council. 

Mrs Freeman said: “These 
stables once housed the 
Prince of Wales’ own race¬ 
horse and the three feathers 
were over one of the 
outbuildings. 

“In historical terms these 
stables should stay even if 
not for equine purposes.”

A clash of major events at a 
park next week has led to 
warnings for anyone plan¬ 
ning to drive there. 

St Raphael’s Hospice’s is 
holding an Elton John and 
Abba tribute show in Non¬ 
such Park on Thursday, July 
10, from 7.30pm while Non¬ 
such High School for Girls, in 
nearby Ewell Road, has an 
open evening between 4pm 
and 8.30pm. 

Several thousand cars are 
expected to converge on the 
area. 

Last week Sutton Council¬ 
lor Mary Burstow, who rep¬ 
resents Cheam ward, accused 
the school of failing to inform 
people about the open 
evening - sparking a poten¬ 
tial traffic nightmare. 

But headmaster Peter Gale 
hit back, saying the school 
open evening was agreed 
with other schools and post¬ 
ed on its website in summer 
2013, while the information 
had been with the London 
borough of Sutton for about a 
year. 

A meeting of the park’s

management committee on 
Monday night agreed to use 
signs to advise school visitors 
not to enter the park. 

But Coun Burstow said she 
still fears drivers may get 
stranded by bottlenecks at 
the park entrance. 

Coun Burstow said: “If any¬ 
one comes in for the school 
opening evening, they will 
find so many people coming 
in for the St Raph’s do that 
they can’t get out again until 
it kicks off.” 

She said there is “very lim¬ 
ited parking” in the village’s 
car parks and residential 
roads and called on the 
school to allow visitors to 
park on its playing fields. 

She said: “I’m saying you 
have got lots of big playing 
fields. Why not let parents 
park on them? And then it’s 


not a problem.” 

Coun Burstow is currently 
fighting the school’s plans for 
a huge sports dome, running 
track, pavilion and artificial 
pitches on its site by nature 
reserve Warren Farm. 

The school did not present 
its traffic management plan 
at the committee’s meeting 
on Monday as requested. 

But Mr Gale said: “The 
school has considered how it 
can help to alleviate the prob¬ 
lem and this has been con¬ 
veyed to the relevant 
authority.” 

Its website said: “Please 
note there is an evening event 
in Nonsuch Park, which is 
likely to add to congestion 
and restrict parking space 
available in the park. 

“There will be limited park¬ 
ing on site and there are two 
public car parks in Cheam 
Village.” 

Sheelagh McCarthy, head of 
corporate, community and 
events fundraising at St 
Raphael’s Hospice, said the 
organisation was only in¬ 
formed about the school 
event last Thursday, but the 
concert site has its own grass 
parking area, adding: “We 
are not really foreseeing it as 
an issue.”

‘Danger in long grass’ 
claims pet dog’s life

A much-loved greyhound was fa¬ 
tally injured when she collided 
with exercise equipment partly 
hidden in long grass in a park. 

Distraught owner Michael 
White, 56, of Roundwood View, 
Banstead, said his beloved dog, 
Blue Desire, broke her back in the 
accident in Nork Park at 8am last 
Wednesday. 

Mr White, who warned that the 
hidden equipment is also a dan¬ 
ger to children and cyclists, said: 
“I lost my dog tragically. She suf¬ 
fered terribly for an hour before 
she was put down. It was abso¬ 
lutely terrible.” 

He carried Blue back to his car, 
with help from another dog walk¬ 
er, and drove her to Priory Vets, 
in Tadworth High Street, then 
specialists in Reigate and Ockley. 

But in the end, he said: “There 
was no way back. 

“It is very worrying having that 
danger lurking in the long grass. I 
think it was outrageous that it 
was allowed to grow over the 
equipment.” 

Mr White complained to Reigate 
and Banstead Council, which has 
promised to cut the long grass. 

He said: “The council has in¬ 
stalled equipment that is effec¬ 
tively impossible to use because 
of the overgrown nature of the 
grass and it has become 
dangerous. 

“There is evidence it is a real 
and present danger because of 
what happened to Blue. Obvious¬ 
ly, it’s very upsetting for the 
whole family.” 

Mr White said Blue had raced 
quite a lot and had enjoyed a win 
in Catford before her retirement 


about a year ago. 

He described her as an “abso¬ 
lutely lovely greyhound” who 
was soppy and scared of her own 
shadow. 

His son Nick, who works in the 
greyhound training industry, 
took Blue in as a pet, but gave her 
to them before the birth of his 
first child. 

Mr White said: “It was Nick’s in¬ 
tention to breed Blue so he has 
lost out financially by several 
thousand pounds. We have only 
had Blue since February and she 
was settling in nicely with our 


other dog. 

“She had just settled into being 
a domestic pet, but still had her 
turn of speed, which was her 
downfall.” 

A spokeswoman at Reigate and 
Banstead Council said: “Mr 
White has been in touch with us 
and we are sorry to learn about 
what happened to his dog. 

“We can understand how dis¬ 
tressing it must be for him and his 
family. We have arranged for the 
grass in that area to be cut and 
the matter is being investigated 
further.” 


Pioneering police scheme launched 


Council officers have put on high 
visibility uniforms and joined 
police in a pioneering fight 
against crime and antisocial 
behaviour. 

The Reigate and Banstead joint 
enforcement team, that includes 
council officers with enforce¬ 
ment powers and police officers, 
is the first of its kind in Surrey. 

The team hit the streets on 


their own for the first time last 
month in a bid to tackle every¬ 
thing, from dog fouling and cy¬ 
cling offences to squatters and 
street drinking. 

So far, they have assisted police 
with moving on travellers, appre¬ 
hended graffiti suspects, dis¬ 
persed a crowd of youths and 
investigated noise complaints. 

The team has also helped to 


target inconsiderate parking at 
schools, fly-tipping, fly-posting, 
abandoned vehicles and antiso¬ 
cial driving. 

Councillor Victor Broad, leader 
of Reigate and Banstead Council, 
said: “Working even more closely 
with Surrey Police and sharing 
some powers will enable us to 
deal with issues more effectively 
when they arise.” 
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Biohazard disaster 
test proves timely

A medical team in full decon¬ 
tamination suits treated pa¬ 
tients at Epsom Hospital as 
part of an exercise to check 
how it would cope with a nu¬ 
clear, chemical, biological or 
radiological disaster. 

At the same time a real 
chemical incident was taking 
place at St Helier Hospital 
in Carshalton when a fridge 
started leaking ammonia. 

The major exercise started 
at 7am last Thursday when 
urgent pager alerts called on 
doctors, nurses and other 
staff from Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er NHS Trust to respond to a 
chemical leak on a farm. 

A&E staff put on hazardous 
material suits and set up de¬ 
contamination tents to treat 
10 actors posing as patients to 
wash off the chemicals be¬ 
fore they were allowed into 
the hospital buildings for 
treatment. 

Behind the scenes staff set 
up a command centre to co¬ 
ordinate the emergency re¬ 
sponse, communicate with 
the public and keep the rest 
of the hospital running

smoothly. 

On Thursday chief operat¬ 
ing officer Jackie Sullivan, 
responsible for the day to day 
running of the trust’s hospi¬ 
tals, said: “This morning’s 
exercise was a vital opportu¬ 
nity for us to test how well we 
can respond to an emergency 
situation whilst keeping our 
hospitals running smoothly. 

“I’m absolutely delighted 
with the way all of our staff 
handled the situation and 
having identified just a few 
small amendments to our 
plans, believe that we can be 
ready for anything.” 

An hour after the exercise 
began there was a real 
chemical incident at St 
Helier Hospital. 


A fridge near the CT scan¬ 
ner suite malfunctioned and 
leaked ammonia, which can 
cause burning of the nose, 
throat and respiratory tract. 
The fire brigade removed the 
fridge and ventilated the 
area. 

Ms Sullivan said: “I am 
pleased to say that the team 
at St Helier, led by general 
manager Lesley Nolan, dealt 
with the chemical leak very 
well, and with a timely re¬ 
sponse, we were able to 
avoid any impact on our 
patients. 

“I would like to thank all 
staff and volunteers involved 
in the exercise at Epsom, and 
those involved in the real 
thing at St Helier.”

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Relief for traders 
as bays to remain

It is good news for Ewell 
Village traders after the 
council voted last week to 
keep the parking bays they 
say they need to survive. 

There was outrage in 
April when Surrey County 
Council gave the High 
Street businesses just a 
few days’ notice that they 
would be removing the 
parking bays outside their 
shops for congestion and 
air quality reasons - a 
move traders argued 
would kill the village. 

An emergency consulta¬ 
tion with the traders’ asso¬ 
ciation produced a 
compromise proposal to 
keep the parking bays, but 
restrict them to 30 minutes 
during the day, with no 
waiting during rush hours. 

Borough and county 
councillors voted in favour 
of the compromise. 

Backing the proposal, 
Ewell ward Councillor 
Michael Arthur con¬ 
demned the lack of consul¬ 
tation over the decision to 
remove the parking bays. 

But Stoneleigh ward

Councillor Mike Teasdale 
was sceptical, arguing it 
would be “virtually impos¬ 
sible” to enforce, as there 
is enough difficulty enforc¬ 
ing the current longer 
limit. 

Also supporting the 30- 
minute parking proposal 
were county councillor for 
Ewell John Beckett, who 
worked with them on the 
proposal, and Stamford 
ward Councillor Colin 
Taylor. 

Coun Taylor said: “It is 
important we do not cause 
the shops to go bankrupt. 


“Between the difficulty 
of enforcement and 
making the shops go 
bankrupt, we have to give 
consideration to the 
shops.” 

Coun Beckett mentioned 
disagreement among the 
business owners about 
when rush hour starts - 
with some arguing 3pm is 
too early, however, other 
councillors pointed out 
that school pick-up starts 
from that time. 

The parking bays will 
now remain in place for an 
experimental period of up 
to 18 months, with free 30- 
minute parking between 
9.30am and 3pm, no wait¬ 
ing during rush hours and 
unrestricted parking on 
Sundays and overnight. 

The county council will 
assess the move’s success 
during this time. 

Erol Harman, owner of 
Ewell Village Dry Clean¬ 
ers, one of the traders in¬ 
volved in the proposal, 
said: “Everybody’s very 
happy; half an hour suits 
everybody just right. 

“At least they came and 
listened to us - it’s the first 
time the council’s listened 
to its tenants.”

A clockmaker who suffers from 
Parkinson’s disease has been 
elected as mayor for a third 
time. 

Councillor David Pay, 77, this 
year’s mayor of Reigate and 
Banstead, has chosen to support 
research charity Parkinson’s UK 
and St Catherine’s Hospice in 
Crawley. 

Coun Pay said he wants to help 
fund research and raise aware¬ 
ness about Parkinson’s disease 
for which there is currently no 
cure. 

He said: “No two people who 
suffer from it have the same 
symptoms. They all suffer in dif¬ 
ferent ways. I have occasionally 
a black day but mostly, thank 
goodness, they are quite good 
days.” 

Coun Pay, who was diagnosed 
three and a half years ago, said 
he has “relatively mild” symp¬ 
toms including tremors in his 
right hand. 

But he said: “Obviously it’s 
downhill, the condition worsens 
over time but how quickly we 
just don’t know. 

“When I was diagnosed the 
specialist said ‘You don’t seem 


that put out about it’, which I 
wasn’t. It’s something you have 
to accept and live with. One gets 
on and does work as one can.” 

After leaving school at the age 
of 15, Coun Pay was apprenticed 
to his uncle as a clockmaker and 
still repairs clocks. 

He said: “It was a family 
business. It was a natural 
progression.” 

Coun Pay, who represents Red- 
hill West, has served as mayor in 


2006-07 and 2010-11. 

He said: “It’s my third time. I’m 
delighted and deeply honoured.” 

His wife Barbara will accompa¬ 
ny him during his year and he 
said: “I have her wholehearted 
support, I could not have it with¬ 
out that.”

Counting the cost of nightmare neighbours 



Nightmare neighbours are a 
costly pain to live with adding 
£50 a year to a typical home 
insurance premium. 

That's according to the latest 
research from MoneySuperMarket 
which found one in 10 UK 
homeowners have claimed or will 
need to claim on their home 
insurance because of their 
neighbours. 

Twenty nine per cent have 
claimed because of damage 
caused to their homes by unruly 
gardens and overgrown trees. 

Neighbours neglecting their 
property, by leaving gutters 
clogged or not repairing loose 
tiles also led to 26 per cent 
making a claim. 

Twenty two per cent have 
claimed because of a gas leak or 
burst pipe problem on a 
neighbours' property. 

One in eight of UK homeowners 
admits their neighbours will have 
a major impact when it comes to 
selling or renting out their home. 

Two fifths say their neighbours' 
house looks unsightly, with 38 
per cent saying rubbish is left in 
clear view and for 37 per cent 
their neighbours' antisocial 
behaviour, including parties and 
loud music is also an issue.

On-the-spot fines 

Foreign truckers who drive while 
tired and put other drivers’ lives at 
risk will be given on-the-spot fines 
under proposals launched by Roads 
Minister Stephen Hammond. 

All hauliers who drive for longer 
than the law allows risk a fine, but 
penalising truckers without a valid 
UK home address is harder because 
they cannot be issued with a court 
summons. 

A consultation launched recently 
will look at proposals to give 
enforcement officers the option 
of giving truck drivers an on-the- 
spot fine instead of taking them to 
court. 

The proposals - which would 
mean officers could issue a penalty 
for offences committed up to 28 
days after an offence - would also 
allow enforcement of the new HGV 
Road User Levy for similar periods. 

The levy was introduced earlier 
this year to ensure foreign hauliers 
make a fair contribution towards UK 
revenue. 

The consultation which runs until 
August 11 - will seek views on 
enabling enforcement officers to 
issue fines for driving extra hours 
or not paying the HGV levy 28 days 
prior to being pulled over. 


Here is the refreshed Mercedes-

The 
dashboard is standard E-Class fare, 
but you do get the full complement 
of kit on this E400 AMG Sport Plus 
trim, including 19-inch AMG bi¬ 
colour alloy wheels, Mercedes’ 
higher-spec sat-nav and superb 
Harman Kardon premium audio 


system, AMG steering wheel and red 
stitching on the door panels, centre 
console and armrest. 

Make no mistake, sitting at the 
helm of this Mercedes feels pretty 
special, combining an aura of 
sportiness and luxury. 

The driver and front passenger are 
well catered for with big leather 
chairs offering plenty of electronic 
adjustability, but in the rear 
accommodation is a bit restricted, 
with the moulded rear seats being 
rather too upright and lacking 
enough support to be comfortable 


on longer journeys. 

As it uses a fabric, rather than 
metal roof, the E400 Cabriolet 
boasts a pretty decent 300 litre boot 
- considerably more than a BMW 4- 
series convertible - although as 
with all convertibles, the access 
aperture is smaller than that of a 
coupe or saloon. Overall cabin 
refinement certainly impresses 
though and thanks to a highly 
effective wind deflector (AIRCAP), a 
conversation can easily be held 
even at higher motorway speeds 
with the roof down.

It may be all change at 
Fetcham Grove in terms of 
personnel, but Leatherhead 
boss Richard Brady insists it 
is in the club’s best interests. 

Since the Tanners won 
promotion to the Ryman 
Premier last season, four 
keys names - including skip¬ 
per Darren Smith and top 
scorer Tom Bradbrook - have 
moved on.

Lizzy gets ready for the open watt 


A Worcester Park queen of 
the sea is getting used to a 
spell of solitary confinement 
this month as she prepares 
for a daunting 2015 challenge, 
writes Pippa Field. 

Lizzy Foreman, pictured in 
action far right, sets sail in 
the 4,020 nautical mile Mini 
Transat solo yacht race next 
year and takes on the 2,600 
nautical mile Les Sables -

Azores - Les Sables race in 
July to get some much need¬ 
ed experience. 

The 24-year-old, currently 
in her first season of solo off¬ 
shore racing, started in the 
sport as a 12-year-old at 
Queen Mary Sailing Club. 

And she admits she needs 
all the practice she can get 
before she plots her course 
from France to Guadaloupe 
in the Caribbean. 

“It’s one of the biggest 
races and perfect preparation 
for next year with it being 
such a long crossing,” she 
said of next month’s race, 
which starts on July 20. 

“I need to prepare well and 
get used to things like having 
food for the entire trip. 

“I’ve been sailing for 12 
years, but I have never raced 
such a distance, so it will be 
good to do it in a race sense 
and push the boat harder. 

“I’m looking forward to 
next year, even getting to the 
start line is an achievement.” 


Foreman has spent much 
of the past few months sail¬ 
ing the high seas all alone, 
but was among friends at 
the JP Morgan Asset Man¬ 
agement Round the Island 
Race. 

She finished 348th overall 
out of more than 1,400 boats 
that entered the annual 50- 
nautical mile circuit race 
around the Isle of Wight. 

“The past two months I 
have basically spent a lot of 
my time alone, which admit¬ 
tedly can get quite lonely,” 
said Foreman, who turned 24 
on the day of the race. 

“Recently, I did not see any¬ 
one sailing for two days apart 
from lots of cargo boats. 

“If it’s a race, you don’t feel 
as lonely as the other boats 
are normally close by.”
